Well-fed  men  ordinarily  know  little  of 
the  craving  for  stimulants  thut  gnaws 
the  stomach  of  tbe  poorly  nourish  ed 
lahorcr.  Wives  aud  mothers  wbo 
would  save  tbeir  husbands  aud  sons 
from  the  drink  fiend  canaot  too  ear- 
ly learn  this  lesson.  Fresh  fruit  is  al- 
ways a  most  acceptable  and  healthful 
addition  to  any  breakfast,  when  the 
family  exchequer  will  possihly  allow  it. 
A  little  iadulgeuce  iu  this  luxury  in  the 
spring  would  save  mauy  a  doctor's  bill. 
Variety  is  also  another  point  which 
should  be  aimed  at.  It  is  particularly 
antagoetstic  to  early  risieg  lo  know 
is  getting  up  to  tho  same  ever- 
lasting breuklnst  of  bread  nod  bnlter, 
i  egg  aad  weak  coffee. 
A  very  annoyicg  thing  to  oeeself  or 
one's  friends  is  a  squeaky  sole  to 
your  shoe.  Take  the  offending  shoe  to 
your  shoemaker  aad  have  him  put  a  peg 
in  the  centre  of  the  sole  and  you  will 
fled  yoar  soul  dead  to  mnsic  ever  after. 

To  bave  any  cake  that  yon  make 
very  nice  pnt  a  little  corn  starch  in  it, 
taking  out  of  the  quaatity  of  flour  the 
equivalent  quaetity  of  corn  starch.  For 
Instance,  if  your  receipt  calls  for  one 
cup  of  flour,  put  one  tablespoon  ful  of 
corn  starch  and  take  oul  of  the  eup 
of  flour  one  Uhlcspoonful.

A  reputation  lor 
choice  articles  of  hotter,  eggs, 
fruit  or  fowl  commands  a  reguli 
paying  trade.    Au  importaet   port  of 
every  enterprising  farn.er's  business 
should  be  to  secure  a  profitable  outlet 
for  the  produce  of  his  farm  and  garden. 
If  the  farmer  could  get  for  his  farm  and 
produce  anywhere  near  whnt  the  actual 
consumer  is  obliged  to  pay  for  bis  pur- 
chases, agrieultare  would  show  a  better 
profit  than  at  present.    This,  thee,  is 
one  of  the  most  important  problems 
brought  directly  home  to  the  considera- 
tion of  every  farmer;

Deacon  John  \V.  Hunt  died  on 
tTiursdJiy  at  his  residence  on  Centre 
\treer,  Brockton,  at  the  age  of  74.  of 
paralysis  of  the  brain.  Deacon  Hunt 
aras  bom  in  Duxbury  in  iSto,  and 
spent  bis  boyhood  in  that  town.  He 
went  to  North  Brtdgewater  when  he 
aras  to  years  nf  age  and  entered  in 
ibe  emptor  of  Hatch  iV  Packard,  a 
bakery  firm.  Afterward  be  became 
connected  with  the  firm  of  John  & 
David  Wilder,  and  this  name  was  soon 
changed  to  Hunt  &  Wilder.  This  part- 
nership extended  over  a  period  of  30 
vcars,  until  failing  health  compelled 
Mr.  Hunt  to  retire.  Mr.  Hunt  was 
always  an  earnest  and  enthuastic 
ncotber  of  the  Congregational 
hurch.  He  became  a  member  of  Dr. 
Codman's  church  in  Dorchester  when 
but  fifteen  vcars  of  age,  and 
when  be  moved  to  Brockton  he  immedi- 
itety  identified  himself  wttn  the  First 
Congregational  Church.  He  was 
prominent  in  parish  affairs  and  was 
n  of  much  public  spirit.  He  left 
e  and  three  children. — Journal.
